A girl got 
these cheques and showed them to defendant, 
who induced her to give him one of the 
cheques.‘ She had also cashed a cheque, and 
had given him half of it. They were knock- 
ing about at race meetings. The money had 
been repaid. 

Mr. Lennon said there had been no loss 
to anyone concerned, and, on account of the 
previous good character of the defendant, he 
would dismiss the charge of obtaining the 
money by false pretences. 


OVERCROWDED ’BUSES 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 
The Dublin United Tramways Company, 


Ltd., was fined 5s. on each of two summonses 
for the overcrowding of ’buses at Crumlin on 
October 12th last. Emmet Martin and 
Charles Doolin, conductors of the two "buses 
concerned, were each fined 5s., and William 
Woodford, D.U.T.C., inspector, was also fined 
5s. on a summons for aiding and abetting in 
connection with the overcrowding.
